A DOUBLE MURDER. 


Brother of F. A. Search Killed by it Bob- 


ber Near jHUosviiRi, Wi». 


Henry Search, a wealthy farmer, re- 


eiding near Janesville, Wis,, on Sunday 
night was murdered by Edward W. 
Moore, the robber also killing Search's 
wite. The victim is a brother of Francis 
A. Search ot this city. The telegraph 
gives the particulars ot the tragedy. 
Henry Search WBS 76 years old, and his 
Wife 65. They lived aloue and hud in 
their employ a boy about 1C yeavH old. 
Ou Saturday night the boy, who teaidoa 
in Jaueuville, went home tor the first lima 
einoe he has been woikiiig for Beuruh, 
Monday moraing he went to work as 
usual, aud on going out to (Lie burn, 
touud tho body of Seatch lymg uudbr 
one of Ihe oows, as if ho had benn iu the 
aot of milking when he fe'l. The boy 
euypotod he had falleu iu a til, iw be nus 
subject to suoh spells. He imiuoUiattily 
went to the house, some forty rods away, 
so inform the old lady. He culled, bat 
receive,] no reply, Hs opened the stair- 
way door, but received no answer. He 
then looked into the dining room, aud 
saw her dead body lying ou the door. 
He informed one ot the neighbors, and 
Dr. Palmer and Marshal Hogun were 
SGO:I at the scene of the tragedy. On ex- 
umiuing the body of Search, it was found 
that he had been shot in the buck ot the 
neok, and a 32-oalibre bullet was fouud 
at the base of tbe brain. Mrs. Search 
was shot with the same revolver, tbe ball 
entering just under the right eye and 
gassing through the head. Both shots 
must have produced instant death, Mr. 
Search was quite well-to-do, and it was 
generally known that he kept his money 
in the house. The object of thn murder 
waa evidently for money, The bureau 
.Irawers were ransacked and money was 
taken, but bow much oauuot be deter- 
mined. They failed to get $475 iu gold, 
which was discovered Monday morning. 
Suspicion rents upon a farm hand named 
EJward W. Moore, who had been em- 
ployed by a farmer in tbe same neighbor- 
hood, but who suddenly disappeared nt 
midnight, going to Uhiobgo Monday at 7 
('clock. Moore was paid otf ou 1< nduy, 
rind bought a revolver two weeltu iigo, 
Dairying the sume Biza ball as those used 
iu tho murder. 


If. A. Search had visited his brother fit 


iDtervuls. Six years ago he wcut to 
faneivillo and saw Henry, who located 
there 41 years ago. 'i'lie murdered man 
was the owner of 400 acred of land, own- 
ad town property, bank stock, and hud 
money invested in government bonds. 
His wealth was estimated at !$50,000 to 
1560,000. The couple had one daughter, 
Mrs. Steveus, wite ot a druggist at Jaues- 
ville. Her age is 30 years. Mr. Search 
will probably go to Janesville this weak.
